New Fabrics, New Techniques, 
New Colors 


One of the many features in the new 
fall collection of fabrics at H. B. Leh- 
man-Connor, 509 Madison Avenue, 
New York, is a new printing technique. 
As described by the firm’s designer- 
stylist, Peter Lauck III, it is based on 
the half-tone process used in photo 
reproduction but adapted to screen 
printing. We don’t pretend to under- 
stand it. but we do know that the re- 
sults are rather spectacular. The large- 
scale Belgian linen print Kaleidescope 
pictured here is an example. The de- 
sign resembles an abstract painting. 
and colors are subtly combined for a 
washed tonal effect with numerous 
gradations of color and overlapping of 
pigments. The closest comparison we 
can think of is a contemporary oil 
painting. A second outstanding feature 
of the collection is a series of all-cotton 
36” suede cloths. Completely water re- 
pellent and unusually soft of hand, they 
are available in 14 colors ranging from 
white and eggshell to deep tones of blue 
and purple or glowing red and shock- 
ing pink. Printed designs on this mate- 
rial are especially effective yielding a 
luxuriant feeling of richness as_ in 
Omar Khayam, illustrated. Actually, 
the bulk of the new line is made up of 


upholstery and casement fabrics, and 


the three shown here give some indi- 
cation of the great variety of woven 
fabrics offered: a sturdy, waflle-like 
texture of wool, spun rayon and nylon: 
a puffed damask with a_ pleasing 
iridescent quality; and a novelty Jac- 
quard weave with a swirl design in 
softly fused colorings. A series of the 
new woven fabrics called the “Peru- 
gian Collection” has been assembled in 
a 9” x 12” book of samples including 
6 patterns in 47 colors.

The Summit is the first new hotel to appear in New York 
in more than three decades. It is also one of the most 
controversial. Morris Lapidus, who served in the dual 
role of architect and interior designer, has been lam- 
basted from all sides for his work in both areas, yet the 
hotel, like the many others he has designed in the past, 
has proved to be one of the city’s most successful. Perhaps 
the key can be found in his own words, which are pre- 
sented here not in defense of his work but as a declaration 
of the Lapidus credo. 

“I know that my work, particularly in the architecture 
and interiors of the hotels I have designed, has been 
controversial, often ignored by the architectural press 
and sometimes condemned. Yet these same hotels are 
quite well known and admired by the general public. 
Why? I have little patience (I’m referring now to inte- 
riors only) with those interior designers who go on dig- 
ging up the beautiful dead bones of the past (and they are 
undeniably beautiful) to clutter the interiors in which 
we live our modern lives surrounded by every conveni- 
ence of today’s scientific technology. I have just as little 
love for the modernists who create the avant garde, 
barren, sterile interiors of tomorrow. My work at first 
glance seems to have both of these faults or virtues. An 
explanation seems to be in order; this, then, is my credo: 

“We all seem to be seeking the architecture and art 
of the future, but we forget that without a past there can 
be no future; past is always prologue. Developing a de- 
sign of the future without an understanding and a love 
for the past only succeeds in creating an art of the 
moment, an art without roots, an art in a vacuum that is 
here today and then gone forever. Examples: De Stijl, 
abstract art, Kiesler’s endless house, Mondrian and even 
Miesian architecture. There can be nothing lasting in an 
art that does not spring from the past, using the same 
undying creative inspiration to find a path to an art 
expressive of the world we live in today and perhaps a 
better world of tomorrow. This to my mind is true of 
all arts—music, painting, sculpture and architecture. 
Here, then, is the motivation of all my work: satisfying 
the emotional hunger of man’s primitive love of adorn- 
ment (the basis of all art), refined and developed, mil- 
lenium after millenium, expressed in the idiom of today, 
remembering yesterday, groping for tomorrow.”

The philosophy of adornment in design is readily appar- 


ent in The Summit from the moment one steps foot into 
the lobby off Lexington Avenue. Here are all the elements 
which appear again and again on each Lapidus-designed 
interior—columns, bold lighting fixtures, an open stair- 
way, dramatic walls, ceilings and floors. 

Elaborate lighting fixtures have become something of 
a Lapidus trademark since his lavish use of them in the 
Fontainebleau in Miami Beach. “It is not just the light 
itself that is important,” he says, “but the source as 
well.” (A reversal of his earlier philosophy in which he 
maintained that all exposed lighting fixtures were an 
anachronism). “Man has always achieved emotional 
comfort from being able to see the source of light—the 
moon, the sun or a burning fireplace. There is also what 
I call the ‘moth complex’. People are impelled to walk 
towards light. That is why in the elevator lobby of The 
Summit I have made the lighting especially bright. It 
leads people to that area.” 

A similar technique has been used on the opposite side 
of the lobby where a short stairway leads to the ballroom.

mosaic tile mural which covers the entire stair wall in 
brilliant colorings of purples, blues, greens, reds, oranges 
and yellows. From a ceiling cove he has flooded the 
mural with exceptionally bright light (so powerful it 
requires a separate air conditioning to keep it cool), and 
supplemented this with a circular, open metal chandelier 
for dramatic effect. 

Lapidus feels that those who have criticized him for 
making the hotel too bright and too colorful are imbued 
with a stereotyped image that a hotel lobby should be 
“genteely dark and underplayed in color.” “Checking 
into a hotel,” he says, “is an exciting experience and this 
should be reflected in the decoration. To me, color is 
uplifting and brightness provides gaiety, a sense of antici- 
pation—an emotional element which | feel is necessary 
to the success of any hotel design.” 

No one can say that The Summit is lacking in color 
or brightness, In the lobby, natural terrazzo flooring has 
inlays of blue and green. Area rugs defining seating areas 
are in brilliant multicolors. Wall panels are covered with 
blue-green batik patterned fabric. The illuminated ceiling 
features a new product with a circlet pattern in gold on 
white. The registration desk is faced with colored mosaics. 
Elevator doors are of blue, green, purple, turquoise and

black porcelain enamel, and at the end of the elevator 
corridor is a bronze and glass mural in a wide spectrum 
of color. 

Other public rooms also abound with color and design 
interest. The Gaucho Room and Carioca Lounge, a spe- 
cialty restaurant and adjoining bar, are settings of pure 
atmosphere. “Here,” says Lapidus, “I have created an 
image of Latin America which doesn’t actually exist. It 
is an area of fancy and whimsey.” In creating this mood, 
he has combined the greatest variety of techniques and 
materials: a wall of sandblasted redwood, another of 
Venetian glass, another of gold leather. Marble mosaic 
railings divide areas; ceiling beams are sculptured with 
cattle brands; table tops feature porcelain enamel tops. 
Copper, calf skins, beaded curtains and metal sculpture 
are other elements which lend to the overall effect. 

In matters of space, interior designer Lapidus often 
had to overcome severe problems imposed upon him by 
architect Lapidus. “Don’t blindly accept what the archi- 
tect has devised,” he says, “for by not accepting what 
may seem like an impossible limitation of plans, the 
interior designer can oftentimes come up with many 
worthwhile contributions. In The Summit, I was faced 
with the problem of a row of columns separating the 
lobby from the Gaucho Room and office space. If I had 


completely closed off these areas, it would have made

an already small space seem even smaller. To offset this, 
I left the ceiling exposed throughout, let the columns 
show through and joined them with a series of fabric- 
covered panels which end considerably below ceiling 
height. Thus, in effect | have taken one space and locked 
it to another, giving a feeling of a much larger lobby. 
Also, the fabric panels do not have a feeling of perma- 
nency in contrast to the opposite wall which is solid 
marble.” 

Similar space problems were presented in the guest 
rooms. Here, to give the feeling of greater space, furni- 
ture is scaled down in size, and special units were de- 
signed which function as several pieces of furniture. Also 
part of the space which would have been required for 
a full bathroom has been taken over by the sleeping area. 
To achieve this, the lavatory is installed in the main 
room but separated from it by a less-than-ceiling-height 
partition. 

How does Morris Lapidus sum up his philosophy of 
hotel design? Quite simply: “I try to create a background 
for a mythical guest which will make him feel enriched 
by the experience. If he has enjoyed more comfort, greater 
luxury, a sense of uplift and emotional fulfillment that 
carry him above the everyday cares and problems of 


contemporary living, I feel I’ve been successful.” Ap- 


parently from the throngs which can be seen every day 


milling about The Summit lobby, he has hit his mark. 
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Typical rooms alternate gold and blue color scheme with 
special Bigelow carpet to match (approximately 26,000 square 
yards were used); two walls are papered in two patterns of 
James Seeman designs, others are in Pittsburgh Paint colors; 
custom furniture includes Beautycraft desk-dresser unit and 
headboard (both of GE Textolite special walnut), JG chairs in 
Collins & Aikman upholstery; partition, made by Vanity Fair, 
repeats GE Textolite; lighting includes Lightolier unit over 
lavatory, Stadler Neuwirth bed light, Herco lamps; drapery and 
bedspread of Rem Looms fabric, made by Central Irvel; Har- 
vard bed frame, Standard mattress, Harris Strong wall plaque, 
Plametron mirror and lamp table.

es of the main features of the National Hotel Ex- 
position held each year in the New York Coliseum in 
November is an interior designer’s projection of the 
ideal hotel-motel “Room of Tomorrow”, This year’s 
presentation is the work of Emily Malino, A.1.D. with 
Karl Steinhauser, A.I.D. serving as design coordinator. 
The room is full of new ideas, new designs and new 
products. What's more, its colorful decorative schemes 
are bound to strike a note of gaiety that will perk up 
the spirits of even the weariest traveler. Two types of 
accommodations are included: a studio room providing 
sleeping arrangements for three in a delightful living 
room atmosphere; and a deluxe double unit with separate 
living and sleeping areas. Throughout, Miss Malino’s 
aim was to accomplish “a happy balance between some- 
thing residential (which is neither practical nor desirable 
in a motel guestroom) and something strictly practical 

. while the ‘Room of Tomorrow’ is not truly a home, 
it must have a homey, welcoming atmosphere—not one 
of institutional coldness. Yet, it must also have maximum 
maintenance efficiency.” These general aims were gov- 
erned by careful attention to economic and spatial feasi- 
bility. In the studio room, two sofa units are used for 
sleeping—one which pulls out to form a 4’ 6” bed, the 
other a single bed. The back on one unit is designed 
as a storage piece which also serves to divide the main 
area from a compact dressing alcove. Both units are 
easily converted for sleeping without disturbing the 
room’s original arrangements. Color plays an important 
role throughout the “Room of Tomorrow’—color in a 
wide range of tones, but beautifully harmonized and easy 
to live with. In the studio room, the basic scheme is 
olive, bright turquoise and white with accents of red; 
in the double suite, olive, beige, melon, pink, rose and 
white. Products and materials used for the first time 
include newly created colors, finishes and effects in 
laminates, vinyl flooring, carpet patterns, upholstery, 
and lighting fixtures. A line of living and bedroom con- 
tract furniture is also among the new furnishings. Special 
attention has been given to lighting for general purposes 
as well as reading, writing, sewing or make-up—recessed 
baffle downlights, floor lamps, hanging fixtures, arm ex- 
tension lamps, and strip “theatrical lighting”. The “Room 
of Tomorrow” will be on view at the National Hotel 
Exposition in New York from November 6th through 
the 9th. It will be shown at the Mid-West International

Denetuces is the word for the new Colony Motor Hotel 
overlooking Narragansett Bay——the first hotel to be built 
in this area in more than thirty-seven years. Since it 
marked an event in the annals of the city, it was all the 
more important that a suitable motif be selected and the 
interior designers, influenced by the early history of this 
old New England city as one of the large shipping centers 
in the country, decided to recall the past and at the same 
time keep in step with current trends. The Oriental and 
Spanish motifs used in the Marco Polo cocktail lounge 
and restaurant, the seafaring reminders in the coffee 
shop reflect the early trade with those areas of the world 
and are in striking contrast to the contemporary structure 
with its pre-colored, pre-cast concrete slabs arranged in 
bold blue and off-white vertical stripes, its sparkling 
blue-green terrazzo floor in the lobby with foil or vinyl 
covered walls and its four types of functional bedrooms.

Tee schools of thought divide the fabric manufacturer 
and interior designer on the subject of protective finishes 
against spots and stains for decorative fabrics. Since the 
industry is not whole-heartedly convinced of its ultimate 
worth, some manufacturers will not commit their entire 
lines and therefore send only a portion to the protective 
textile processors. Drapery and slipcover fabric manu- 
facturers represent about 95% of the users with sales 
to residential consumers amounting to 80%, the balance 
accounted for by contract installations, Upholstery fabric 
manufacturers seldom have a spot and stain resistant 
finish applied to their fabrics, and here is where, for 
all logical reasons, the greatest advantage from its use 
would seem to be derived, Leather, because it would 
have to be drummed into it at the tannery, is not a 
prospect, but carpeting, like upholstery, also seems a 
logical product to be treated. Unfortunately, a protective 
finish cannot be applied to it up to the present time, al- 
though it is reported by a finisher using the Scotchgard 
process that this will be feasible in the near future. 

The three leading processors are quite frank about 
what their finishes will or will not do. But all have proven 
without doubt that spots and stains disappear if sponged 
off or blotted out when the accident occurs or shortly 
thereafter. Since any of these finishes are a by-product 
of the water repellent process which is perhaps the oldest 
of the functional finishes, dating back some seventy 
years, and as such are an integral part of it, these claims 
are justified. However, if the spot or stain remains for 
an indefinite period of time, the matter will penetrate 
through to the fabric but not to the same extent that it 
would on an untreated fabric. 

The properties of the protective finishes vary with the 
formulas and some, therefore, are limited in their protec- 
tive qualities. Scotchgard is a fluorochemical product 
of the Minnesota Mining Manufacturing Company; Syl- 
Mer is a silicone process of the Dow Corning Company, 
which is the supplier of the raw silicone to the finisher; 
and Permel Plus, designated as Special Permel Plus by 
the company for decorative fabrics, is the process of the 
American Cyanamid Company, the basis of which is 
melamine resin. All are resistant to water-type stains, 
such as fruit juices, soft drinks, coffee, tea, milk and 
liquor, but Scotchgard, as the accompanying chart shows, 
is even resistant to that bugaboo, hair oil, mineral oil, 
salad dressing, and dry soil from the atmosphere. 

As in the water repellent processes, there are two types 
of finishes: the renewable, which are wax applications, 
either mineral or vegetable, and must be renewed after 
dry cleaning and the durable or permanent which are 
resistant to laundry and dry cleaning for the period of 
time during which the fabric is in use. Either one re- 
sponds to any reputable household solvent cleaner for 
spot cleaning with the exception of the foam shampoos. 
When they are used, all traces of foam must be removed

Is décor important to the success of a restaurant? Ap- 
parently the well-known chain of Schrafft’s think so, for 
to avoid a stereotyped or trademark kind of design, they 
approach each of their new restaurants in terms of the 
area it serves, in each case employing the services of an 
interior designer. Schrafft’s Eastchester, which is part 
of the burgeoning new Vernon Hills Shopping Center, is 
a recent example. The architecture and interior design 
are the work of Copeland, Novak and Israel, who are 
also architects for the Center. Although the contemporary 
architectural theme of the nearby buildings has been 
maintained, they have given the new restaurant a distinct 
look of its own with a handsome facade highlighted by 
a colonnade that extends the full, two-story height of the 
building. The interiors are a blending of French Pro- 
vincial and contemporary styling, with color playing a 
doubly important role. The main restaurant, which is 
designed to serve 600, is subtly divided into areas, each 
defined by a change in the basic color scheme. Blue is 
the predominant color throughout and appears in the 
carpeting of navy with a random pattern of lighter blue 
dots, and in linen draperies with tones of blue accented by 
olive green and terra cotta on a soft beige background. In 
the first section of the restaurant, blue is repeated in 
upholstery materials on the chairs and banquettes. In the 
center section, the upholstery colors shift to olive green, 
in a bar-lounge area to terra cotta, and at the far end, 
they revert to blue. In addition to the main restaurant 


shown here, there is also a lower level designed for large 


banquets and parties, Designed as one huge area, the 


room can be divided by folding doors to ensure complete 
privacy for a party of 50 or a group of 500, Each room 
has its own entrance, and room paneling has been ar- 
ranged to eliminate crisscrossing of guests or service 


facilities at individual affairs.

Contarini-Fason, on the Canala Grande in Venice, the 
exterior of the newly-renovated Renaissance Restaurant 
remains outstanding for its unusual design in a typical 
Newark commercial street.

or the effectiveness of the finish will be diminished or 
lost since the foam will counteract the liquid repellency of 
the finish. 

The question naturally arises if these are permanent 
finishes, why does the fabric ever need dry cleaning? 
Simply stated, every fabric will ultimately soil despite 
finishes which. as most things relating to existence, are 
no cure-all. They, too, have their limitations, but the 
advantage of a protective finish lies in the fact that the 
over-all soiling of fabrics is retarded and since it reduces 
the number of dry cleanings or washings, increases the 
life of the fabric and keeps it fresh looking for a longer 
time. The big plus factor of the spot and stain resistance 
finishes is that they are a boon to the consumer for the 
every-day appearance of the fabric. 

All fabrics, with a few exceptions, can be treated with 
a protective finish. Scotchguard cannot be applied to 
a few synthetics because they react poorly due to heat 
of application, and Syl-Mer is not recommended for 
casement cloths as an airy, wide-open weave cannot be 
protected. Permel Plus is applied predominantly to cotton 
and rayon fabrics but is applicable to most synthetic 
fibers and blends. 

As with the different processes of each company. 
formulas vary and these formulas also vary, depending 
upon the individual fabric. Naturally, any protective 
finish is only as good as the processor who applies it. 
Scotchgard identifies each formula by code, and on 
delicate fabrics, such as velvets, the process is sprayed on 
instead of passing through a machine so as not to harm 
the fabrics. And on quilted fabrics, for instance, the 
content of the filling may contain a substance, oil per- 
haps. that would cause damage. Every fabric slated for 
processing with Scotchgard by a reputable processor is 
tested for color, texture and shrinking. This step is 
an expensive one for the processor but vital to all con- 
cerned. Generally, the shrinkage, as with each process. 
runs to about a couple of inches per yard but the actual 
amount is determined by the trial tests. 

Flameproofing and flame-retardant finishes, the chemi- 
cals for which are produced and provided by the Ameri- 
can Cyanamid Company, are applied, up to the present 
time, only on fabrics for institutional use. Under law. 
one of these finishes is mandatory in every state of the 
Union though the laws vary. However, three basic 
standards are accepted: those under the New York 
City, the City of Boston and the State of California 
laws, Each operates somewhat differently but all are

equally effective in their requirements. Recently there 
has been evidence of a growing tendency to apply flame- 
proof and flame-retardant finishes to fabrics for use 
in hotels and theatres. Certificates or affadavits that 
fabrics have been flameproofed are required in most 
areas and are supplied by the processor. As in the other 
functional finishes, there are two distinct groups of 
flameproof finishes: the renewable type which may be 
refinished by reliable, experienced dry cleaners; and 
the durable or permanent type which will withstand 
from 25 dry cleanings up to an indefinite number as 
long as the fabric is in use and depending upon the 
formula. Originally four methods were used in fire- 
proofing textiles but now each processor has his own 
basic formula which represents an advance over the 
original methods. In New York a renewable Standard 
formula is approved by the N.Y.C. Board of Standards 
and Appeals but there are advance formulas approved 
also by the State of California Fire Marshal which 
give the treated fabric more protection from moisture. 
heat radiation, can be used on fabrics containing metallic 
yarns and meet U.S. Military and Aircraft requirements. 
In this renewable group it is not advisable that water 
repellent treated fabrics be flameproofed as they are 
likely to remain damp always, though these fabrics are 
not affected by the durable or permanent finishes. The 
fabrics which can be treated for flameproofing vary 
also with the different formulas. In the renewable group 
all fabrics can be treated due to a recent new develop- 
ment which permitted the processing of rayon acetate, 
Dacron and other synthetics, although the cost of treating 
these is higher. This does not apply to the durable or 
permanent group which is effective only on cotton, 
viscose rayon, wool, mohair, silk and a combination 
of these fibers. Although manufacturers of drapery 
fabrics have large runs processed, one finisher, as an 
inducement to upholstery fabric manufacturers will 
process special orders over night. 

Whichever finish is applied to fabrics, whether spot 
and stain or flameproofing, its protective qualities are 
made to order not only for residential use but par- 
ticularly for contract installations. And, in this con- 
nection, the interior designer, when working with clients. 
should be most explicit about what protective finishes 
will do. Most consumers expect too much of the treated 
fabric, their knowledge having been gained, and mis- 
interpreted, from a superficial reading of consumer 


advertising.
